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photo below left illustrates the liner in its entirety. The photo below right illustrates the lower 

portion of the liner and the seal near the bottom edge of the bag. 




Applicant is also aware of trademark application number 75/523,523 for "ULTRASEAL" on 
disposable liners for baby bottles filed July 22, 1998, by Playtex Products, Inc. This trademark 
application was filed based on an intent to use the ULTRASEAL mark and was abandoned 
November 3, 2003, for a failxire to file a statement of use. Applicant is otherwise unaware of the 



date on which plastic bottle liners as illustrated in the photos above were sold in the United 
States. Therefore, Applicant does not admit that these plastic bottle liners are "prior art" in 
connection with Applicant's patent application.
